In  Senate,  Thurfday  January  4th,  179S. 
THE  fecretary  of  Itate  having  laid 
before  the  fenate  an  ablbact  of  re- 
turns of  votes  gi\en  at  the  lalt  general 
election,    refpecfting    a  convention, 
vhich  appeared  to  the  fenate  to  be 
very  imperfect.:  they  came  to  a  refolu- 
tion  "  directing  the  fecretary  to  em- 
plo)  ejtprefics,  to  fend  to  the  fcveral 
fhei  ill's,  from  who:n  confident  returns 
iiad  11  ■  it  been  already  obtained,  aiid 
pr«)cure  from  them,  if  poliible,  be- 
fore tiie  thi.  tieth  of  this  mouth,  com- 
plete returns  of  voters  for  reprelent- 
atives,  at  1  he  electh.ns  for  the  year 
1797,  in  their  refpeCti\e  counties,  and 
alio  <>f  the  number  of  thofe  who  vo- 
ted for,  &  of  thofe  who  voted  againll 
a  convention,  and  of  the  number  ot 
votes  received,  in  which  the  voter  did 
Hoi 'declare  biinfelf  cither  for  or  a- 
gainll  a  convention." 

I  lii<  refolutton  being  fent  for  con- 
cur: euce  to  the  houfe  ot  reprefenta- 
tives,  was  negatived  by  that  houfe  ; 
■whereupon  the  fenate  on  the  18th  of 
January  1718,  came  to  a  fimilar  refu- 
tation, and  the  fecretary  was  directed 
to  lay  ;he  returns  which  Humid  be 
made  to  bin)  by  the  fhei  id's  before  the 
fenate,  on  Mondaythe  29th  of  Janu- 
ary, then  next  coining. 

MONDAY,  January  29,  179*?. 

The  fpeaker  laid  before  the  fenate, 
a  letter  from  the  fecretary,  covering 
it" ns  li  0111  federal  Ihci  itfs,  pui  lnam 
to  the  lefoluiion  of  the  fenate  of  rite 
iSth  inir.  accompanied  with  an  ab- 
ftract,,  in  which  fotne  deficiencies  ex 
illins  in  the  former  abdiact  were  fu"p- 
plied  by  the  returns  aforefaid,  and 
they  were  ordered  to  be  conimit;ed 
to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on  the 
ftate  ot  the  commonwealth. 

On  motion:  The  fenate  refolded 
itfelr  into  a  committee  c  f  the  whole 
houfe  on  the  Hate  of  the  common- 
wealth, and  after  fotne  time  fpent 
therein,  Mr.  Knox  reported  feveral 
resolutions,  which  were  read  and  a- 
dopted  as  follow  eth  :

praciic  ifile,  from  oral  teftiaiony,  and 
liom  mo  e  complete  returns  which
